Washliigton, May Vi. — Senate and 
Houae conferees will beRln their ef- 
forts to reach an agreement on the 
emergency tariff and Buti-dtunplng 
bill probably today. 

Ilia maaiQre was pasted by the San- 
ate late Wedneiday. Altbougb all 
amendmpnta offered from the floor 
were promptly defeated in the Senate, 
the bill differs radically from that 
paSHed by the IlunHc, the anti-dumping 
and currency revaluation sections 
having been rewritten and provision 
made for continuing wartime restric- 
tions on imports of dyestuffs by the 
Senate finance committee. The tariff 
features, however, were kept intact. 

The vote on pauagm Wednesday was 
63 to 28, seven Democrats Joining with 
the Republicans on the final rollcall 
and but one Republican, Moses, of 
New Hainpshire, voting against ^t. The 
bill will be effective for six months, 
by which time leaders hope to see the 
permanent tariff bill, now being 
framed by the House Ways and Means 
committee, enacted Into law. 

Sejren -Democrats, Senators Brous- 
sard, Louisiana; Jones, New Mexico; 
Rendrick, Wyomiiig; Myera, Montana; 
Ptttman, Nevada; Ransdell, Louisiana, 
and Sheppard, Texas, vbted with the 
Republicans in passing the gill. An- 
other Democrat, Ashurst, Arizona,* 
who was absent, was announced as a 
supporter. Only one Republican, Sen- 
ator Moses, of New Hampshire, voted 
against the bill. 

As passed by the Senate, the l)ill is 
to be effective for six monilis. by 
which time It Is hoped the permanent 
tariff law, now being framed, wlU have 
been enaoted into law. It provides 
ratea of duty on wheat, corn, beans, 
peanuta, potatoes, rice, cattle, sheep, 
meats, long staple cotton and cotton 
manufactures, wool and wool manu- 
factures, sugar, milk, wrapper and 
nUcr tobiicco. and otiier farm products 

The bill also carried an anti-dump- 
Ing section designed In chock the in- 
flux of cheaply iiianiiliicturiMl foreisn 
goods. The present wartime control 
of Importations of dyestuffs is 'contin- 
ued.

Waablngton, D. C. — Removal from 
the taxation laws of all impediments 
to enterprise, so that business may go 
forward and prosperity be assured, Is 

urged by Uepreseiilatlve Simeon I). 
Fess, of Ohio, chairman rtf the .Nation- 
al fonimlllee. He says: 

"Our supreme need now. as 1 see it. 
is to remove the unnecessary handi- 
caps on capital, so that it will seek in- 
vestitaent in productive industry rath- 
er than bide in unproductive invest- 
ments- nese handicaps, which are 
distinotly governmental, are (1) our 
uneconomic and unscientific taxation 
system adopted because of the exigen- 
cies of the war. but fwo and ft half 
years after war still persists, and Ci) 
tho locked-iip funds of the banks in 
the form of the governnieut's short- 
term certificates, the governineiit's 
floating debt Of nearly three billions 
of dollars. 

The excess-profits tax, justifiable 
in time of war, is hardly defensible 
today. It violates, the fundamental 
principle of all sound taxation in that 
it admits of varied interpretations and 
Is tho basis of universal controversy. 
The same is trne on determining the 
InooTuc tax. The Treasury authoritie.-i 
tell us that cases of disimlc reaching 
as far back as 1017 are still niiseltleil. 
Only last week the public was inform- 
ed that at least one-half billion Of 
back taxes are promised. 

"The Treasury in making lu estl- 
mater of revenue includes vast 
amounts of money, close to a billion 
dollars, to come from the cases now In 
dispute. It is little short of a crime to 
continue a statute of such wide eon- 
stniction that a taxpayer cannot lell 
today how mncli bac klax be may be 
required to pay. dependent upim Hie 
findings of a tax oHicial. it has nece:- 
sltated the employment of expensive 
accountants and legal advisers and Is 
now tho occasion of loss of the gov- 
ernment of its experu, who are being 
sought by managers to make out their 
tax bills. 

"It takes no great amount of acu- 
men to see the deleterious effect upon j 
iMislness scniernrise ,o( such a statute. ^ 
The varied interpretation makes possi- j 
ble a wide raime of discrimination of 
operation. .\n expert reeeiiily present- | 
ed an eample which showed that two 
husineases with the same amount of 
income, vis., »150,000, doing business 
on the same amount of capltalfl one 
paid »2«,860 tax, while the other paid 
$S3,140, a discrimination which Is 
quite common. This is indefensible."

Un- 
doubtedly efforts of this nature were 
made in recent political campaigns 
but it is to the credit of all the well- 
established patriotic societies that 
none of them fell victim to the wiles 
of designing politlcions. In the tense 
nervous strain of the after- war period 
It Is easy to stir up antagonisms by 
merely pointing tlie aceiisinu fiimer 
ftn!l whispering 'Pro-Cernian' or 'Pro- 
Ilritlsir or |iro-aiiythint;-elsf .\s a 
medium for conducting such an at- 
tack, at patriotic society woiilil be a 
most potent agency and one snseepil- 
ble of great wrong If Improperly 
used. The Daughters of tbe American 
Uevolution, the brother orgnnizullon 
of similar name, the American Lieglon 
and other world war fraternities may 
well congratulate themselves and 
ilieir flllccrs that they have been kept 
free from the injury that would follow 
injudiciuos action under the Inatlgn- 
tio nof selfish or partisan interest."
